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MORRISON'S DEFEAT. 


THE TARIFF BILL COMES TO GRIEF 
IN THE HOUSE, 


A Meiority of Seventeen Refuse to Take Up the Bill 
for Cénsideration—How the Announcement 
was Roceived—Mr.Morrison Gives Notice) 

That He Will Call it Up Tuesday, 


WASHINGTON, June 17.—[Special.}—The 
sceve in the house of representatives today 
was in striking contrast to that presented two 
years ago when the horizontal tariff bill was 
beaten. That measure was taken up by a ma- 
jority of two votes and after a brilliant de- 
bate which continued for three wecks, had its 
enactivg clause knocked out by four votes on 
the fullest call known in the house for years. 
On both occasions when the 
fate of the horizontal bill trembled 
in the balance the house was ina state of 
nervous excitement, and the packed galleries 
awaited the result im breathless suspense. 
Then the announcement of the result created 
a storm which continued for several minutes, 

Today there was only a moderate burst of 
applause over the announcement of a result 
which had been clearly foreseen. The galler- 
ies werethinly filled, for it was known that 
there could be no debate, and every newsboy 
in Washington was crying at sunrise this 
morning the impending defeat of the bill. It 
bad been agreed that the vots should be taken 
at half-past one. 

MR. MORTISON RISES TO MAKE HIS MOTION, 

Just as the clock between the two bronze 
sentinels over the main entrance to the hall 
marked that hour, Mr. Morrison arose and cut 
cof some @ilatory motion by proposing that 
the house should go into ccmmittee of the 
whole to consider the bil. At that moment 
the house was not one-third full, but scores of 
members who had been lounging in the cloak 
rooms and talking in the corridors, at once 
filed down the aisles, and soon the semi-circles 
widening out from the speaker, showed an al- 
most unbroken array of faces. Mr. 
Morrison, the champion of the Dill, 
sat only two seats from Mr. Randall, the man 
who was working its defeat, as he had accom- 
plished the defeat of the horizontal bill two 
years ago. Mr. Wise, of Virginia, and Mr. 
Gibson, of Maryland, sat between the leaders 
of the two wings of democracy. Mr. Holman, 
who sits justin front of Mr. Morrison, was 
conspicuous for his absence. 

MR. HOLMAN ON TIME, 

The roll call proceeded with little interest 
intil Mr. Holman’s name was reached. His 
shrill voice was heard proclaiming “‘aye,’’ as 
the Indiana veteran, with a duster over his 


arm. hurried down the aisle to his seat. He 
had arrived from Indiana, where he 
bad been to see his congressional 


convention, At the very moment the bill was 
called up. leaping into a cab at the station, he 
had urged the driver.to his best, and reached 
the hall just as his name wascalled. His un- 
expected arrival and eager response caused 
the chief sensation of the day. Nearly 
2li the democratic side broke into applause 
andtwenty members were around Mr. Hol- 
man before he could be seated, congratulating 
him on his returp, and on his re-nomination, 
When order was restored, the roll call con- 
tinued snd wiuttoa finish without further 
interruption. 


As Mr. He.ley, of California, who sits next 
to Mr. Ha:imond, voted against the bill, 
the Georgian struck him across 
the breast with a gesture of impatience 


which caused a ripple of laughteron tie dem- 
ocratic side. Neither Mr. Morrison nor Mr. 
Randall kept a tally, but there were a dozen 
pencils recording the vote near by them. 
RANDALL AND MORRISON, 

As the Jast name on the second call was 
sounded Mr. Milis, of Texas, whispered some- 
thing toMr. Morrison. Mr. Randall leaned 
over and asked: 

“How is it?” 

‘‘You have beaten us seventeen votes,” said 
Ym Illinois statesman. 

When the votes was announced the repulb- 
Lcans applauded with some vehemence and a 
faint demonstration was made in the galleries. 
Not one of the democrats who voted against 
the bill, applauded the result. It had hardly 
Leen cailed from the desk when Mr. Morrison 
was on his feet. Hefsaid, with remarkable 
coolness: 

“I give notice that I shall renew this motion 
cn next Tuesday.” 

This announcement was a general surprise, 
and elicited an enthusiastic response from the 
friends of the bill. 

“I guess. we will. be here,” cried Mr. Mc- 
Kinley, of Ohio, 

While the defeat of the bill was a foregone 
conclusion, the majority of seventeen was un- 
expecteciy large. Fourteen was all the oppo- 
ucuts of the bill claimed this morning. 

SPEAKER CARLISLE SUPPORTS THE BILL. 
| Speaker Carlisle not only voted for the bill, 
but from % o’clock until the meeting of the 
house was busy in appealing to democrats who 
be had understood to be in doubt to stind by 
the measure, Mr. Morrison appeared today 
he has for some weeks past, 
temarkably indifferent to the fate of the bill 
He said to some friends this afternoon that he 
meant to call up the bill next Tuesday to give 
th: house one more chance t2 consider it, and 
that then he would feel that he had done all 
he could to secure tariff legislation. It was 
rumored that he would offer a milder bill next 
Tuesday in the hope of capturing some votes 
from the west and south, which went against 
Limtoday, This is not true. The issue will 
be made on the same bill, and it will be de- 
feated next Tuesday as badly, if not worse, 
than it was today.

The 1o)}] call was watched with great inter- 
est both on the floor and in the galleries, and 
an unusual silence prevailed as the clear tones 
of the clerk enunciated each name, The only 
break in the silence occurred when Mr. Hol- 
man, Who had just returned on an afternoon 
train from a visit to his district, responded in 
the eflirmative when his name wascalled. He 
was greeted with a round of applause, which 
broke cut afresh when Speaker Carlisle, di- 
recting the clerk to call his name, cast his vote 
in favor of the motion. 

When the result of the vote was announced 
there was a storm of applause from the repub- 
lican si€e, which democrats returned with a 
hearty gocd will—when Mr. Morrison arose 
and gave notice that he would renew his mo- 
tion on Tuesday next, and Mr. McKinley gave 
notice that the opponents of the bill would try 
to be present on that day. 

Mr. Herbert, of Alabama, ehairman of the 
committee on naval affairs, moved that the 
house go into committee of the whole on the 
raval appropriation bill. 

Mr. O’Neil!, of Missouri, antagonized the 
motion with a request that the house consider 
bills reported from the committee on labor, 
but Mr. Herbert’s motion prevailed and the 
house, at two o’clock went into committee of 
the whole on the naval appropriation bill. 

Mr. Herbert explained that the bill appro- 
priated for the next fiscal year #11,849,85s, 
while the aggregate of appropriations for the 
current year was $15,020,704. The last bill 
contained an item of $1,595,000 for an increase 
of the navy, which was omitted fromthe bill 
uuder consideration. The committee had 


exnceavored to report a_ perfectly fair 
bill tbkat should appropriate enough 
money to insure against a_ deficiency 
bil), but this was not the time 


toindulge in the creation of new establish- 
ments, such as training sckools. The country 
necded first, new ships, new guns and a gen- 
eral increase in the naval establishment. He 
then proceeded to explain in detail the pro- 
visions of the bill, and took occasion to im- 
press upon the committee the necessity of a 
thorough reorganization ef the civil establish- 
ment ofthe navy. He critized expenditures 
previous!y made by the bureau of constraction 
and repairs, and expressed the opinion that 
only encugh money should be appropriated 
for the bureau as would enable the old navy 
be kept in decent repair, until congress took 
the steps, it should take, tobuild a new navy. 
There was no appropriatisn in the bill for the 
new cruisers or forthe completion of double 
turretted monitors, both of those objects being 
provided for -in the bill for 
the construction of the new navy. The 
appropriation for the monitors were left out 
or the bill because the committee on naval af- 
fairs believed that the fact that some provi- 
sion was made for the construction of the 
navy in this bill would be used as an argu- 
ment why other measures should never be 
reached for consideration. 

_Mr. Randall reported, from the appropria- 
tion committee, the sundry civil appropriation 
bill. The bill appropriates $21,053,822, being 
$12,500,778 less than the regular estimates and 
$15,000,778 85 less than the aggregate regular 
and supplemental estimates considered by the 
committee. The appropriations for the cur- 
reut year aggregated $26,205,747 or $5,151,925 
more than is recommended in the new bill. 

Mr. Hepburn, of Iowa, made a speech in re- 
ply to that made by Mr. Wheeler, of Alabama, 
relative to Edwin M, Stanton, and then the 
committee rose and the house, at 5 o’clock, ad- 
journed. 


WHAT MR. MORRISON SAYS. 


He Has Seen Defeat for Many Months—An- 
alysis of the Vote. 

WASHINGTON, June 17.—-Mr. Morrison seems 
to accept, vhbilosophically, his defeat on the 
tariff bill today. He said he was not disap- 
pointed in the result, and that he had foreseen 
it for many months, but this was a thing to 
which the party and administration were 
pledged, and he had to make the fight, hit or 
miss. When asked why he intended to again 
attempt to callup the bill on Tuesday nexi, 
he said, with a smile: 

‘‘T will give them a chance to repent.” But 
he declined to express any opinion as to 
whether he expected a change in today’s re- 
sult. 

An analysis of the vote on Mr. Morrison’s 
motion to go into committee of the whole for 
the purpore of considering the tariff bill 
shows that of the 140 affirmative votes, 158-were 


cast by democrats and four by republicans. 
Three of the republicans are from the state of 
Minnesota—Nelson, Strait and Wakefield. 
The fourth—James—is one of the New York 
representatives. Of the 136 democratic votes, 
122 were cast by representatives from the 
couth and west, and fourteen by representa- 
tives from the eastern and middle states. 
Ohio democrats voting for the bill were An- 
dersopv, Hill and Outhwaite. New York dem- 
ocrate—Adams, Lerth, Belmost, Felix Camp- 
bell, Hewitt and Mahoney. Pennsylvania 
democrats—Scott, Storm and Swope. 

Of the 157 negative votes, 122 were cast by 
republicans and thirty-five by democrats. Of 
the thirty-five democrats voting in the nega- 
tive, six came from southern states as follows: 
Maryland, Findlay:SLouisiana, Gay, Irion, St. 
Martin and Wallace; Alabama, Martin. The 
western states coxtributed eleven negative 
votes, as follows: California, Henley, Iliinois, 
Lawler and Waid; Ohio, Campbell, Ellsberry, 
Foran, Geddes, Lefevre, Seney, Warner and 
Wilkins. The remaining democratic negative 
votes were cast by members from New York, 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey, as follows: 
Arnot, Pliss, T. J. Campbell, Dowdney, Merri- 
man, Muller, Pindar, Spriggs, Stahlnacker 
and Veile. New Jersey, Green, McAdoor and 
Pidcock; Pennsylvania, Boyles, Curtin, Er- 
mentrout, Randall and Sowder. 

Of the gentlemen paired, Mr. Aikin of 
South Carolina, has never taken the oath of 
oftice, having been 1ll since the beginning of 
the session. The only member absent and 
unpaired was Frederick, of Colorado, who was 


ccnfined to his home by illness.

THE SENATE’S CALENDAR. 


A Large Nusober of House Bills Passedi—The 
Legislative Appropriation. 

WASHINGTON, June 17.—Mr. Ingalls offered 
a resolution inthe senate requesting the pres- 
identif, in his opinion not incompatible with 
the public interest, to furnish to the senate 
information as to the number of appointments 
and removals of clerks embraced within the 
provisions of the civil service act of January 
Hj, 1583; also of chief clerks and chiefs of di- 
Vision, 

On the suggestion of Mr. Cockrell, who 
wanted to amend and enlarge the scope of the 
resolution, it went over one day. 

The senate then proceeded to the considera- 
tion of bills on the calendar under the five 
minute limitation of debate. 

Among the measures passed was a bill to 
psy the representative of the government of 
Great Britain $15,500 to enable that govern- 
ment toindemnify the owners of the British 
bark Chance, for abandoning their whaling 
voyage in the Arctic ocean in 1871, and rescu- 
ing ninety-six American seamen from ship- 
wreck in the ice. 

Mr. Frye explained that the action of 
this bark was most humane and creditable. 
Having heard that the American vessels were 
eo placed as to involve the destruction of all 
hands, if not speedily relieved, the bark 
}romptly abandoned its own business for the 
season and went tothe rescue of the Ameri- 
cabs. Mr. Frye thought it ashame that this 
claim had for so many years been before con- 
gress without passing. The house bill grant- 
ing an annual leave of absence of two weeks 
with pay to employes of the government 
printing office. The house bill authorizing 
the construction of a road 
to the national cemetery at Natchez, 
Mississippi. The house biil authorizing the 
transfer ot the United States barracks at Baton 
Rouge, La., tothe Louisiana State university 
at that place. “The house bill avpropriating 
$150,000 for additional barracks atthe soldiers’ 
homes at Hampton, Milwaukee and Leaven- 
worth. The bill proyiding for the construction 
of a new wharf at Fort Monroe, Va. Tie 
bill to authorize the construction of a road to 
the national cemetery at Knuoxville, Teun. 
Bills for public building at Ashville, N. C., an 
appropriation of $80,000 and Savannah, Gu, 
an appropriation of 3200,000. The bill for the 
construction of a military telegraph line from 


Sanford, Fila., to Point Jupiter, 
Fila., and the -establishment of 
a signal station. The bill to promite 


the political progress and commercial prosper- 
ity of American nations. This is Mr. Frye’s 
bill authorizing the president of the ! uited 
Statesxto invite on behalf of the people of the 
United States the delegates from Mexico and 
Central and South America to meet in Wash- 
ington, October Ist, 1887, to meet delegates on 
the part of the United States to consider such 
questions and recommend such measures a3 


shall be to the mutual interest 
ard common welfare of the Ameri- 
cen states. One hundred thousand 


dollars is appropriated for the incidental ex- 
penses of the conference. Delegates of the 
United States are to be twenty-fourin number 
and are to serve without compensation, 

Mr. Frye said that Messrs. Morgan and 
Evarts, as well as Mr. Frye himself, had in- 
tended to address the senate with regard to 
this bill, but as the sossion was advancing and 
the bill had received the unanimous support 
of the committee on foreign relations of the 
senate, it was concluded that it would be as 
well to take up the bill and pass it without de- 
bate, if that course met the approval of the 
senate. 

The bill was at once passed without debate, 

The legislative, executive and jadicial ap< 
propration bill was received from the house of 
representatives, and it was referred to the 
committee on appropriations. 

The senate then adjourned. 


THE PAPAL DELEGATES. 


Usual Courtesies to be Extended to Them on 
Their Way to Baltimore. 

WASHINGTON, June 17.—The treasury de- 
partment has received a letter from Mr, John D. 
Kelley,Jr.,president,ete., ssying that the papal del- 
egates, on their way to;Baltimore conveying the in- 
signia of his high oftice to Cardinal Gibbons, arch- 
bishop of Baltimore. will arrive in New York 
on or about Sunday aext on the steamer 
tervia, and requesting that their baggage anil 
effects be passed free of duty; that usual courtesies 


in such cases be extended to them, and 
that the committee from St. Michael’s 
association appointed to receive them, 


bave the use of a revenue cutter for the purpose ot! 
mceting the steamer and escorting the papal dele- 
gation to the Pennsyivan ia railroad station at Jer- 
sey City. 

Acting Secretary Fairchild has decided! to com- 
ply with the request, and has instructed the col- 
lector of customs at New York to extend all need- 
ful courtesies and facilities in the premises. 


A NEW COTTON GIN PROCESS. 


A Large Enterprise to be Estabiished at 
Woodlawn, Ala, 

WASHINGTON, June 17.—A number of Wash- 
ington gentlemen have organized a company, 
under the name of the Long Fibre Cotton Gin com- 
pany, to begin an enterprise at Woodlawn, near 
Birmingham, Ala. Ex-Congressman J, F. J»ezen 
dorf, of Virginia, is president. The capital stock 
is $1,000,000. The charter of the company was ob- 
tained in West Virginia, but the principal office 
will be in this city. The process which will be 
used by this company isan invention of Colonel 
Frank Montgomery, and is said to be an innovation 
upon the ordinary methods of the Cotton gin. 
Colonel Montgomery and Mr. Evans, general su- 
perintendent of the company, will leave tomorrow 
to locate and begin the construction of mills. 


The Northern Pacific. Bill.

CHEERING THE PREMIER 


ALL ALONG THE LINE TO SCOT- 
LAND. 


Mr.Gladstone Met eat Every Station by Immense 
Crowds of People in Wild Enthusiasm—The 
Old Man Makes Several Speeches—A 
Pertect Ovation to the Statesman. 


Lonpon, June 17.—Mr. @adstone started 
this morning, at 11 o'clock, on his Scotch cam- 
paign. He was accompanied by Mrs. Glad- 
stone. Thousands ef people congregated at 
the railway station to witness his departure, 
The crowd was simply enormous. It seriously 
blocked and delayed the approach of the pre- 
niier’s carriage. When Mr. Gladstone finally 
succeeded in reaching the station platform, he 
found it packed with people who welcomed 
him with enthusiastic cheers. At last he reached 
his seat in the special coach assigned for his 
conveyance, The window at his seat was 
open, and when the crowd saw him through 
the Window it set up another cheer, which 
was repeated several times. The people ap- 
peared desirous of having the premier address 
them with some parting words before going 
away on hisarduous errand. He arose and 
spoke from the coach window. He thanked 
the people forthe honor of their “‘extraordi- 
paty demonstration.” He adjured them to 
allow nothing to hide from them the ‘“‘bare 
juestion of the hour.” 

“Attempts bave been made,” the venerable 
crator exclaimed, ‘‘and will be made, to divert 
your attention from the real question at issue. 
This question is solely whether Ireland shall 
be trusted to manage her own affairs. Those 
who deny Ireland this right admit that Can- 
ada and other British colonies enjoy such 
rights. Are we to trnst our fellow subjects in 
lrejand and govern by love, or are we to adopt 
the policy of governments’ enemies, and in- 
troduce into Ireland a government by force?’ 

Mr. Gladstone then bade his hearers good- 
hye, and the train movedaway. Enthusiastic 
and prolonged cheering accompanied its de- 
varture, and hundreds of people, waving hand- 
kerchiefs and bats and God-speeding the 
premier, ran along the platform beside his 
coach until the train outsped them. 

At Luton and Bedferd crowds of people were 
¢t the station, and cheered Mr, Gladstone a3 
his train sped by. No stop was made until 
Leicester was reached. Here there was an 
enormous gathering, which gave the premier 
an enthusiastic greeting. A few groans were 
heard from the outside of the crowd, but these 
were soon discontinued. A committee pre- 
ecnted Mr. Gladstone with an address, expres3- 

ng confidence in him and his Irish s:heme., 
gud the premicr made a brief reply. After 
enn the people for their reception, he 
$210; 

‘is not allowed meto dwell fully upon 
ihe great question before the colutry—namely, 
will vou give Ireland what you give the colonies 
with the greatest advantage, the power to man- 
age, notimperial fut Irish. afluirs. During my 
fiity-four years of publie life, I never saw enthusi- 
asm toequal that which bas been shown in this 
greatcause. The cyes of the world are now upon 
usin a degree never equaled before. Notonly the 
whole British race, but civilized mankind have 
testified the liveliest interest in the «question. 

If. as I have every reason to believe, the verdict 
is tavorable to the people of Ireland, there will be 
nething less than a thrill of joy throughout the 
civilized worid. 1 place before you this nobie ob- 
iect—human sympathy combined with justice— 
and comnimend it to your deep and deliberate con- 
sideration, for you have never had an issue to de 
tenmine more charged with good or evil to the fu- 
ture advancement of this great empire. 

Mr. Gladstone’s speech was received with 
wild enthusiasm by the multitude. The train 
arrived at Trent at ten ininutes after One. and 
another halt was made. Here. as at other 
places, there were huge crowds, composed not 
only of the inhabitants of Trent, but of people 
from Nottingham, Jikestone and every other 
place near by. Addresses and bouquets were 
thru:t in through the window of the premier’s 
coach, and the enthusiasm of the people was 


unbcunded., Railway employes lined the 
route for the distance of half a mile. Mr. 


Gladstone bowed and smiled to 
but did not speak. 

“A crowd of immense proportions awaited 
the train at Galashiels, ©n arrival Mr. Glad- 
stone was conducted to the platform to receive 
the following address:

At Edinburg forty thousand per- 
eors lined the route from the railway stition 
to the hote), and the police had great difficulty 
jn making a passage way for the premier’scir- 
riage. Here a large Irish contingent, with 
bards of music and banners flying, turned 
ont to meet Mr. Gladstone. Crowds 
cheered incessantly, until Mr. Gladstone re- 
appeared onthe balcony of the hotel to bow 
his acknowledgments. He did not address 
the assemblage. Mr. Gladstone says he feels 
no ill effects from his journey, and that he is 
extremely gratified at the reception he has 
met with at every place be has spoken. 

Mr. Caine, liberal, has issned a manifesto to 
his constituents. He says it is an easy matter 
to draft an alternative to Mr. Gladstone's home 
rule scheme which would give Ireland wide 
self government and atthe same time leave 
the imperial parliament intact. He declared 
that he will oppose any scheme to buy out

Eviderce Gbing to Show the Insanity of King 
Ludwig. 

Mcnicg, June 17.--Among the documents 
which have been submitted to the diet to 
prove the insanity of the late King Ludwig is 
the decree of the dead monarch sentencing all 
the ministers to death, copies of. which were 
sent to all members of the government, and 
the decree sentencing a number of ministers 
to banishment to America. The affidavits of 
thirty persons have also been submitted in 
which it is stated that the king injured them 
by throwing at them knives, china and glass. 
There is also a document relating to a pro- 
posal of the king to forma cabinet with his 
valet as president. 

The late King Ludwig left no will. Dr. 
Schleiss denies giving an opinion upon the 
king’s condition or publishing a reportin the 
pewspapers. Hesaysthat chronic inflamma- 
tion of the cerebral membranes justified the 
theory of Ludwig’s insanity, aud that the nor- 
mal condition of the cerebrellum explains the 
facuity of the clear judgment possessed by the 
king in spite of the fact that in other respects 
his mind was diseased.

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THE DAIRY PROTEST. 


THE OQOLEOMARGARINE INV&STI- 
GATION IN WASHINGTON. 


The Manufacturers Conclude Their Side of the Case 
—Whitnesses Testifying That Parasites Exists 
in the Fat of Animals-—-A Dairyman'’s 
Testimony — Other Notes, Etc. 


WASHINGTON, Jume 17.—The friends of 
oleomargarine concluded the presentation of 
their <de of the argument before the senate 
committee on agriculture witha statement 
from a representative of Hammond & Co. of 
Chicago, and on exhibition of productsfof Ar- 
mour& Co. Thestatement was much in a 
line with that of Mr. Webster, yesterday. 
Gardner B. Chapin, of Boston, addressed the 
committee in behalf of pure butter. He said 
the Massachusetts state law was 
not weil enforced as had been 
represented by Professor Babcock. He had 
been told by manufacturers that fats were col- 
Jected once a week in rural towns and oncea 
day in Boston. Dressed beef shipped by Ar- 
mour & Co., from Chicago, was largely sold in 
Boston, and the fats therefrom were collected 
from provision dealers; The beef usually 
reacbed Boston a week or ten days after the 
animal was slaughtered. He desired to put 
this in evidence in controvention of state- 
ments made by experts that fat must be not 
more than twenty-four hours old. 

s. l’. Hubbard, of Boston, corroborated the 
statement of Mr. Chapin. 

Colone! R. M, Littler, secretary of the Chi- 
cago produce exchange, said the statements of 
two or three scientists who were paid to tra- 
duce and villify agriculture were untrue. He 
read trom a German work to show that para- 
sites did exist in the fat of animals. He 
protested, as a farmer, against the right 


of oleo manufacturers to vend counter- 
feit butter. There was no distinction 
between the _ selling of hogus butter 
and bogus money. The state law of 


Iowa has been found ineffective and as an 
Iowa farmer he wanted the general govern- 
ment to step in and make a law which would 
be effective. The average value of each dairy 
cow in the United States had decreased $10 
since the oleomargarine business commenced 
and he put this statement in evidence against 
the association that each animal was worth 
three dollars more because of the value of fat 


used in oleomargarine manufacture. The 
value of hutter and cheese product 
had also been diminished by $70, 
0C0,000 since that time. On one 


short line of railroad of lowa nineteen dis- 
mantled creameries bore testimony to the 
ruin inflicted on honest dairymen by the sale 
ot bogus butter. He was personally willing 
to compete with oleo manufacturers, but de- 
sired the manufacture of oleo under its true 
name and itscoloring, soasto distinguish it 
from genuine butter. There should also bea 
tax sufiicient to secure a proper administra- 
tion of the law. He believed 95> per cent of 
all the oleo sold was sold fraudulently. 

Considerable merriment was occasioned by 
the statement of witness that after serving 
his country in Mexico, he had performed his 
duty, as bad the occupant of the white house 
recently—by taking unto himself a wife. He 
acded that eight sons and daughters bore wit- 
ness that he had discharged his duty to his 
country faithfully. [Laughter, long and 
hearty, by the committee and audience.!] He 
had just began to think that after years of toil 
he might get this wife a sealskin sack and one 
of bis daughtersa piano, when along come 
Armeur & Co., and nearly ruined his busiuess 
by selling a counterfeit of his butter. 

Mr. Fuller. of Pennsylvania, and Seymour, 
of New York, gave evidence of the eflicieney 
of state laws ard asked the enactment of a 
raticnal law. The latter gentleman put in ev- 
idence stateimcnts made by chemists of New 
Yo:k produce exchange: Professor Waller, of 
Columbia School of Mines, and other eminent 
scientists, before the New York diary commis- 
sion to the effect that the wholsomness of oleoe 
inargarine could not be proved by chemical an- 
alysis, but must be ascertained physiologically. 
He had ro pesitive knowledge as to ths 
wholescrmness of oleo, but wonld not eat it 
himself or allow his family to eat it. 

Mr. Seymour said that fermerly the United 
States held the tallow trade of Europe. Since 
the manufacture of Oleo had commenced only 
poor fats were used in tallow manufacture, 
and the conscquence was that the United 
States cculd now ship no tallow. The effect 
in Anerica had also been disastrous.

Grirrrs, Ga. June 17.—[Special.]—The 
prohibition battle has been fought and 
lost by the probibitionists. When the 
prohibitionists saw that over two thou- 
sand voters had been registered, they felt 
that they had a big fight before them, 
and they went to work with a will and activi- 
ty soldom seen.

Most of the colored 
voters remained all night. : 

ON THE GROUND. 

The prohibitionists marched from their 
headquarters at four o'clock and took charge 
of the polls. In about a half hour the autis 
came marching down, avd then both lines 
stood until seven o'clock, when the polls 
were open. The colored prohibitionists 
voted first, and then made way for 
the anties. Nearly every colored voter was 
challenged, but took the oath and voted. At 
11 o’clock the Young Men’s Prohibition club, 
one, hundred strong, Leaded by the silver cor- 
net band, marched to the polls. There were 
many ladieson the route who waved their 
handkerchiefs and cheered the boys as they 
passed, but the anties were too strong. The 
colored voters were almost solid for whisky. 

THE RESULT IS WET. 

The returns are all in, and the anties have 
245 majority. The election will be contested.

Colonel Mynatt Tried by the Record, an 
Found Wanting. 

Epirors CONSTITUTION: A petition dated 
the 7th of May, 1886, was addressed to Colonel 
Mynatt by certain gentlemen most of whom 
have been for years supporting him for that 


position), asking him to become a candidate 


for congress. 

The reasons given by them were because 
cuestions of interstate commerce were, and 
would be. before congress, and because, they 
caid, “We feel that we, in common with the 


people of the whole state, owe you a debt 
which it will be difficult to discharge for your 
zealous and successful struggle with giant cor- 
porations 1m our last constitutional convention, 
in the legislature, in the courts, state and fed- 
eral, and before the railroad commission of 
Georgia.” e 3 

It ed generally understood that he was a 
candidate before then; but not uutil the ist of 
May did he reply. His letter of that date 
told of the wrovgs of the railroads and said 
that “evidently, the wisest statesmanship will 
be necessary to the adjuetment of these grow- 
ing evils,” and he consented to go to congress 
for that purpdéee. That correspondence has 
been published in every county in this dis- 
trict, Commenting on it, a newspaper in the 
district, on the first of Jume last, said of Colo- 
ne] Mynatt:

The slanders of Gordon 
allcome from Dr. Felton and the Macon 
Telegraph. The ‘Plain Talk” letters, it is 
known, are written in Dr. Felton’s family. 
All the charges of dishonesty and corruption 
come from these sources. But the Telegraph 
itself has said of Dr. Felton that he has been 
convicted as ‘‘a renegade and falsitier.”’? So 
much for his veracity as viewed by the Tele- 
graph. As to his reliability, it said that he 
reminded it of ‘‘Guiteau,’’ and that he deserv- 
ed torank asa demagogue with Herr Most, 
who is now in the penitentiary. And set, 
when this man, denounced by the Telegraph 
as a liar and acrank and acommuzuist, abuses 
General Gordon he becomes a patriot, a 
Christian and a statesman. He was a ‘‘falsi- 
fier and renegade’”’ until he assists them in 
pulling down the chivalric Gordon, and then 
he is admirable and adorable. 

This same Dr. Felton, who now abuses 
Gordon, is the same that slandered Senator 
Hill. Thehand that stains Gordon’s name 
isithesame hand that attempted to write 
*‘infamy’’ on the white brow of Benjamin 
H.. Hill and make his memory h%teful in the 
hearts of his people. It was of a letter writ- 
ten by this same Dr. Felton, and of which 
Ben Hill said, with a pathos that is thrilling 
in view of the death that followed it so 
closely: ‘‘This letter is the most bitter and 
venomous summary of charges against my 
private and public character I have ever 
seen. The vilest production of carpet bag 
slurs could not say more to defame me.”’ 
No wonder barely a hundred people went to 
hear this man abuse and vilify avother great 
Georgian. 

The Macon Telegraph stands by these 
slanders, when other men have turaed their 
backs on them, simply because it is the only 
chance for Bacon. In the services of the 
two candidates in peace and war: in the 
ability of the two candidates; in the personal 
strength of the two candidates; in the plat- 
form of the two candidates; in all this the 
Bacon men have no hope. Their only hope 
is in the circulation of slanders on Cordon, 
formulated by a man they bad denounced as 
a talsifier; slanders that have been repudi- 
ated by al] reasonable men, and that no man 
in Georgia believes to he true.

€0rporal’s guard, and the attacks that have 
been made on his character have disgusted a 
_ great many voters who might have preferred 
te vote for Mr. Bacon. 

‘The bitterness and recklessness in this 
@ampaign are allon one side, and they are 
"= eonfined for the most part to the leading Ba- 
_ €on touters, The voters donot sympathize 

- with such warfare, and will not indorse it. 
“This fact will. develop itself later on in the 
most unmistakable manner. General Gor- 
_ on will have a majority in the convention, 

= and he will be the candidate of the demo- 

falac party for governor of Georgia. 
When this occurs, what is to be the atti- 
mde of those Bacon leaders who, by their 
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themeelves off from the privilege of support- 
ing the democratic nominee? The inguiry 
is an interesting one, but it is not by any 
means important. 

Whatever opposition General Gordon may 
have as the nominee of the democratic party 
will only tend to unite the organization more 
thoroughly. Whatever division there may 
be as to candidates, there is no division 
whatever as to the necessity of democratic 
success. 

All the indications point to the fact that 
General Gordon will be opposed by an inde- 
pendent candidate after his nomination by 
the democrats—an independent that will 
seek the support of the ragged ends of re- 
publicanism. The democratic party has 
nothing to lose in such a contest. On the 
contrary, the organization will be strength- 
ened and perfected, and the party will have 
one more opportunity of burying beneath an 
overwhe)ming majority the discordant ele- 
ments that have so frequently sought to de- 
moralize it.

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The Morrison Tariff Bill. 

The Morrison perper dicular tariff bill was 
disposed of yesterday by a majority vote of 
seventeen, the speaker votivg with the mi- 
nority for consideration. Mr. Morrison is 
not satirfied with this vote, it appears, and 
announced that he would renew his motion 
for consideration next Tuesday. The result, 
we suppose, will be about the same; but 
Mr. Morrison, as he says, is anxious to put 
everybody on record. 

What he means by ‘‘ record,’’ we are ata 
loss to know, unless he really believes that 
his free trade bill is the particular measure 
‘alluded to in the democratic platform. If 
he believes this, his egotism is bulkier, by 
a good deal, than we had supposed; for the 
simple tiuth is that his crude and sectional 
measure would be overwhelmingly defeated 
before any representative democratic body. 

If Mr. Morrison is insisting on the cousid- 

eration of his bill to ‘‘make a record,’’ it 
follows that he prepared it, not for the pur- 
pose of revising the tariff, but for the purpose 
of ‘‘ making a record.’’ Why he should go 
to all this pains, in order to ‘‘makea re- 
cod,’’ is a mystery to us, and it must re- 
main amystery. If he is not in earnest in 
his effoits to introduce free trade, he ought 
to tell the country so; if he is in earnest in 
his professed desire to reform the tarili, he 
ought to consult with the protectionists, and, 
by a series of compromises creditable to both 
sides, give the country genuine tariff reform. 

The ‘‘record’’ business is a farce. The 
democratic party of the present day is nota 
free trade party, as Mr. Morrison will dis- 
cover before he gives up his efforts to make it 
such. Hehas been deceived by Mir. Wat- 
terson, and he has been deceived by the atti- 
tude of various southern congressmen. It 
may be that the complexion of the demo- 
cratic party at the north is pretty much 
what it was before the war, though this fact 
is by po means attested by the attitude of 
the members of congress from that section; 
but the complexion of the democratic party 
in the south is entirely different. 

This section has entered upon a new era of 
cevelopment. All the old conditions are 
changed. Weno longer boast that this is 
an exclusively agricultural section; we are 
striving to build up all sorts of industries, 
from the smallest to the greatest; we are 
even striving to compete with New England 
in some Jines cf manufactures. In fine, the 
people of this section, no matter what the 
newspapers may say, and no matter what 
the attitide of southern congressmen may 
be, are in favor of protection to home in- 
dustries. The most unintelligent farmer 
knows that be must have nearer home mar- 
kets before he can prosper, as the farmers of 
the north and west have prospered, and he 
knows that the building up of industries in 
the south will give him these home markets, 

Mr. Morrison is mistaken. The demo- 
cratic party is not for free trade. Let him 
make up his ‘‘record,’’ and then make the 
most of it. 


What'sthe Matter in Massachusetts? 

Not many months ago we published a let- 
ter froma Massachusetts man, asking if 
Shakspeare was a real personag>. The let- 
ter convulsed the country, and made oar 
esteemed Boston contemporaries fighting 
mad. IKecently, however, the Boston Ile- 
cord, published a communication from a 
citizen who stated that he met a_ twelve 
year old school girl from a_ neighboring 
town in the state house, and to his astonish- 
ment found that she had never heard of 
John A. Andrew, Henry Wilson and Charles 
Sumner. 

We do not wonder at the Bogtgnian’s as- 
tonishment. History is taught the Ma3- 
sachusetts schools, and it is difficult to see 
how a school girl of twelve could be totally 
ignorant of the names and careers of three 
such great New Englanders as Andrew, 
Wilson and Sumner. Doubtless the girl 
knew all about the great men of ancient 
Greece and Rome. Doubtless, too, she had 
a smattering of ‘‘olegies,’’ ‘“‘osophies’’ and 
languages, but she did not know anything 
about the familiar matters of today. 

Is there not something radically wrong 
about the Massachusetts system of educa- 
tion? Is there not something wanting in 
the New England cult? It is painfal to ask 
these questions, but then it is equally pain- 
ful to see the public schools of the old bay 
state sending out men and women who 
never heard of {Shakspeare and know noth- 
ing of the greatest men and the greatest 
evénts in their own local history. Here is 
an opening for reform. ; 


Too Much of a Good Thing. 


The present demand for good short stories 
has stimulated our writers to an unnatural 
degree of activity. Amongthe results is a 
tidal wave of plagiarism. 

In some instances the plagiarist is un- 
doubtedly innocent of any fraudulent inten- 
tion. His memory istricky and when an 
old story, read years ago and forgotten, 
again bobs up in his mind, be accepts it as 
an original creation and writes it out, hon- 
estly believing it to be his own. 

The latest vase of the kind is a story by 
David Ker, published in one of Harper’s 
periodicals. ittells how the duke of Wel- 
lington squelched a@ inventor who was bor- 
ing him with a cuirass, alleged to be -bullet 
proof. As thetale runs, the duke had his 
suspicions. He decided to require a test 
that would frighten off the inventor. So, 
when he admitted the man to his presence 
be made him don the cuirass, and then told 
his seeretary tosend for a soldier with a 


musket loaded with ball cartridge. When 


the inventor realized that he wasto be used 
as a target, he gave a frantic yell, leaped 


- mountains. 


through a window, and disappeared never to 
return. 

Now, this is a good story, and Mr. Ker re- 
lates it ina graphic way. The only draw- 
back is that it isa chestnut. Just how old 
it is, and how many times it has been pub- 
lished we do not know, but we do know 
that at various times it has gone the rounds 
of the press for more than a quarter of a 
century. Sometimes Wellington has been 
the hero of it, and sometimes the first Napo- 
leon. If we are not mistaken, Andrew Jack- 
son once figured in it. In one of its best 
versions the soldier was not called in, but 
Napoleon aimed a pistol] at the luckless in- 
ventor, with precisely what result we have 
forgotten. 

How do these old stories get accepted and 
paid for? The answer is easy. The editors 
of our literary periodicals, and our syndicate 
men, as a rule, have never done a great 
amount of general reading. Like the aver- 
aye newspaper reader, they can tell whether 
an article submitted to them is good or bad, 
but they do not know whether it is original, 
stolen bodily, or revamped. Such editors 
are a godsend to industrious writers who 
have the patience to delve in the literature 
of the past, and reproduce it. Perhaps it is 
all right. At least, it enables the present 
generation to enjoy the good things that de- 
lighted their fathers and grand-fathers, and 
also enables some very clever persons to 
make a little money without much mental 
work. 


Adulterating Drugs. 

While the frightful adualterations in food 
have attracted considerable attention, and 
have, in several states, resulted in legislative 
action, the equaily dangerous evil of adul- 
terated drugs has been kept in the back- 
ground, 

There is good reason to believe that in this 
country the adulteration of drugs is a big 
business. Only the other day the president 
of the Trade association of Philadelphia 
druggists received a letter purporting to be 
signed by an oil company in Cleveland, O., 
ofiering to furnish an oil to be used as an 
adulterant for castor oil. Tie inducement 
was held out that the adulterated oil could 
be sold at double the profit made on the pure 
article. The Vhiladelphia association re- 
jected the proposition with proper scorn and 
reported the outrage to the Drug Exchange. 

We have reached a point where it is nec- 
essary for this matter of adulteration to be 
made the subject of severe penal legislation 
in every state. It is a murderous swindle in 
a life and death case to-dupe a man into 
purchasing drpgs so adulterated as to be 
worthless if not poisonous, and every man 
engaged in such a business should be landed 
in the penitentiary. It is a big. question, 
and deserves all the consideration our levis- 


lators can devote to it.

A Mixed People. 

J. 8., Anniston, Ala: Give the per centage 
of the various nationalities in this country. 

Your question about the per centage of the dif- 
ferent uationalities in the present American poo 
ple can only be answered approximately. The 
present population is about 57,(00,000—50,009,000 
whites and 7,000,000 colored. Abou: 12.090,000 
whites have come into the country from abroad 
since 1820, but how many of these, that is, how 
many foreign born persons are living in the cou’- 
try at this day, camnot be stated aecurately. Tae 
number is not far from seven millions—the 
greater portion Germans, the next Irish and the 
next Scandinavians. The population of the coun- 
try in 1820 was 9,600,000—nearly all native born, 
since the tide of immigration had not set in, a 
that time. It is estimated that ithe 
whole number immigrants to the 
R20 was only 250,000. But 
the number who havecome since 1820 is 12,000,010— 
which is 2,400,000 greater than the population ol 
the country in 1820. Estimating the native popu- 
lation in 1820 at 9,500,0€0, and the German immt- 
gration since then at 4,000,000, the Irish at 3,500,000 
the Scandinavian at 900,000, the English at 600,000, 
the French at 400,000, the Scotch at 200,000, the 
Chinere at 100,000, and all others at 300,000 —you 
may get some idea of the proportion ia which the 
races of the world are represented in the present 
American people.

E. W., Oxford, Alabama: On what part of 
our continent can be found the oldest relics of 
civilization” 

The oldest human habitations upon this conti. 
nent are said to be those recently discovered in 
New Mexico by Major Powell, chief of the geolog- 
ical survey. They are in New Mexico, near Cali- 
fornia mountain. The mountains in this vicinity 
are covered with huge beds of Java, in which tne 
prehistorie man and his comrades excavated 
square rooms, which were lined with a species of 
plaster made from the lava: and in these rooms 
were found various evidences of quite an advanced 
Civilization, among them a species of cloth made 
of woven hair, and a large number of pieces of 
pottery. Inthe sides of the rooms cupboards and 
shelves were excavated. In one room, sticki’g 
out of the bare face of the wall, was asmall 
branch of atree. When this was pulled out it was 
found that there wasa hollow space beliind the 
wall. Colonel J. H. Stephenson, Major Powell's 
assistant, broke this with a pick, and found a lit- 
tle concealed wiche, in which was a small carved 
figure, resembling a man done up in a closely 
woven fabric, whicb, with the touch 
hand, turned to dust. It was biacket 
and crisp, like the mummy cloths of Kgypt.

fonnd, there being twenty houses in each 
The evidences of civilization were similar, 
removed by their crudi:y and evident wat 
skill, a good deal from the a les foun: 
cliff houses, which bave been so fully writt 
in the reports of the geological survey.

WASHINGTON NEVWVS. 


A Moral Reform In Progrcssat the Capital 
City. 

WASHINGTON, June 17.,—[Special.]—The 
bill just passed by the house forbidding under 
beavy penalties the sale of pools or public bet- 
tivg of any kind in the District of Columbia is 
the result of a movement against all forms of 
gambling which has been growing in Wash- 
ington for several years. Only five years ago 
there were a dozen superbly furnished gamb- 
ling rooms on and near Pennsylvauia avenue, 
besides as tpanpy more dives in other parts of 
the city where all sorts of games of chance 


were played twenty-four hours a day. 
The bold and open manner in 
which these games were opera 


arcused a strong public sentiment, which suc- 
cessfully appealed to congress for the enact- 
wcnt of a stringent law against gambling. In 
ore night all theee notorious dens were closed, 
aid since that time there Lave been no such 
piaces bere. Some of the gamblers crossed 
the river and set up their machines in Alex- 
andria, a town so devoid of anything like life 
that it welcomed even this bad form of enter- 
prise. After the suppression of the regular 
glambling places in Washington the several 
social clubs in the city became famous for the 
frequency and size of the poker games which 
went on under the protection of their char- 
ters. Test cases were made and the courts 
held that the police had no right to‘pry into 
the preceedings of “aclub.” In consequence 
of this decision charters for “clubs” became 


valuable property, and _ there are 
several sneh establishments do: 
ipg an extensive gaming buasiness in 


this city. There are a dozen pool rooms wide 
open where every day thousands of dollars are 
placed on the horse races ali over the country, 
on baseball, and anything that offers the 
slightest suggestion of chance. The opposi- 
tion to these concerns has been voiced in the 
bill of Mr. Sessions, of New York, which has 
just passed the house. It is said that the bill 
will meet considerable opposition in the senate. 

The suppression of pool rooms would ba of 
especial benefit to the department clerks, hun- 
dreds of whom rush to these places as soon as 
office hours are over, and often risk their last 
cent on &@ borse race or a baseball game.

A war is being made on Dr. Smith Towns- 
hend, the health officer of the district, and a 
brother of Congressman Dickj Townshend, of 
Iilinois. Dr. C. M. Hammett, a prominent 
physician of this city and a sterling democrat, 
is backed for this ofiice by very strong influ- 
ences, It appears that Dr. Townshend has al- 
ways been a republican until since the last 
election. It is charged that he 
gave $50 to the Blaine corruption fund 
during the campaign. Naturally thereis mach 
complaint among the democrats living in 
Washington at the refusal of the administra- 
tion to make changes in the ollices of the dis- 
trict. Itisintimated that some of the pres- 
ent cfficiala will be requested to resign during 
the summer.

HARRIS AND BROWNLOW. 


Two Bitter Enemies and AHow Time Toned 
Down Their Ill Feeling. 


WASHINGTON, June 17.—The bill intro- 
duced a few days since by Senator Isham G. Harris, 
of Tennessee, for the relief of the widow of Parson 
Brownlow, is the sequel to an interesting story of 
the war. 

The unrelenting cenunciations of (Governor 
Harris by Andrew Johnson and Mr. Brownlow 
when the questions of union and secession were 
under discussion in tLeir state, form a prominent 
feature in the history of those times. In the first 
days of the confederacy Harris was one of its most 
noted war governors—in energy, one of the Mor- 
tons, or Broughs. or Curtins forthe south. When 
the union forces entered Tennessee he was driven 
out amid the anathemas of the loyalists, hurled at 
him with renewed vigor by Brownlow aud Johnson. 

The war progressed. Brownlow was goveruor, 
and had a legislature that followed himimplicitly. 
Finally a price was put on the head of Harris by 
legislative enactment, and Brownlow issued a 

roclamation offering $5,000 for the capture of 

larris. With this hanging over him when the re- 

bellion collapsed, Harris made haste for Mexico, 
and upon the failure of the French empire sailed 
for Europe. Meantime -his family was without 
means of comfortanple support. Governor Brown- 
low. softening much toward Harris, and becoming 
convinced in hisown mind that in some of his 
former chargesand denunciations he had -done 
Governor Harris injustice, seut for one of the re- 
ceivers Whom he had appointed to take cnarge of 
a state railroad, and told him to quietly appoiuta 
relative of Governor Harris t6 a position which 
would enable him to supportthe family. This was 
done. 

When Harris returned from Europe he went di- 
rectly to Nashville and called on the governor, by 
whom he was received with unexpected cordialily. 
Harris explained that he had come to surrender 
himself, preferring that to summary arrest. Brown- 
low insisted that no trouble would then come from 
the old proclamation of reward for his capture. 
Harris insisted that asthe United States marshal 
had a warrant for his arrest he would prefer to 
bave it served, and al] questions growing out of it 
settled, before he should go home. When he met 
his familv he desired, if possible, if should be in 
peace. The governor told him to go home atonce, 
and he comal arrange the matter with the mar- 
shal, This he did by bccom‘ng a bondsman for Lfar- 
ris’ appearance when wanted. 

The night of Harris’ arrival athis home one of 
the unionists of the place telegraphed the gover- 
nor that Harris had returned, and suggested 
pron p and quiet measures for his arrest. Jaovernor 
Brow nlow replied that he was fully informed of 
lisrris’ movements, and that he was on a bond for 
his appearance. 

In the changes of time and politics, Harris, upon 
Whore head a price had been put by Brownlow for 
treason, Came to represent his state in the senate, 
and Governor Brownlow’s family was in a position 
where its members needed a chance to provide 
support. The moment that it came within his 
power to do so, he used hisinfluence to keep a rel- 
ative of his old antagonist, but later friend, ina 
place. Anda few days since he made further op- 
perteaiy to repay well remembered kindnesses by

WHERE IS THAT FLAG? 


The First Confederate Fiag North of the Ohio 
was Planted in Meigs County, 
The Pomeroy, O., Telegraph gives the follow- 


ing interesting information: 

Mr. Virgil A. Lewis, of Point Pleasant, a member 
of the well known Lewis family of Virginia, anda 
historical writer of considerable note, made the 
Telegraph apleasant call last Fridey. From Mr. 
Lewis we obtained the information contained in 
this article, 

That the first confederate flag north of the O+fo 
river wes planted within the limits of Meigs coua- 
ty is a matter of fact, and now for the first time be 
comes 2 matter of recorded history. In IS8e2 (i2n- 
ersl A. G. Jenkins, of the confederate army, visited 
Richmond tor the purpose of perfecting arrauge- 
merts for h s raid through northwestern Virginia. 
While in that city a number of ladies proposed to 
make for him a confederate fiag if he wou!d prom- 
ise to plant it north of the Ohio river. The promise 
was mace ard the flag prepared. 

_The 1aid began from Salem, Va, the force con- 
fisting of eight companies of the Eighth Virginia 
Coniecerate Cavalry, with Colonel James Corns, 
bow a reticent of Sbreveport, La, in command. 
The march was continued, by way of Beverty, to 
Buckhannon, where an engagement occur 
which Lieutenant Colonel Cook, now of Wyt 
ville, Va.» lost bis leg, and Captain Joseph Fut 

uson, now of Ashland, Ky., was shot in the knee. 

ressipg on, the expedition reached Spencer, 
where Colonel Rathbone surrendered four com- 
panies of the Eleventh West Virginia federal in- 
fantry. From 8pencer the confederates dashed on 
to Ravenswood, when, on the evening of their ar- 
rival, a detachment crossed the Ohio at the moutao 
of Sand creek, and on the opposite side of the river 
on the sloping hillside opposite Ravenswood, 0a a 
tree now withered and decaying, placed the first 
confederate flag north of the Ohio river. 

Thence the march was continued to Racine, 
where, after shooting a deaf and dumb man named 
George Webster, the detachment recrossed the 
river and rode away to Dixie, 

Who can tell what became of that fae? If inv 
existence, itshould be placed inthe archives of 
the Ohio Historical society. The facts herein 
given were cbtained from ex-confederates who 
were participants, one of whom is Captain James 
Martin, one of the pilots on the steamer Katie 
Stockdale. 

The Marietta,’0O., Register adds this: 

We cannot putthe Telegraph on the track of 
that flag, but many of the circumstances related 
are as fresh in the writer’s mind as any moonlight 
experiences of twenty-four years ago, either of 
war or peace, can be. 

The town of Racine was in a panic all the day, 
and strangers were seen on the street. Theinha'- 
itants knew that if Jenkins’ force crossed at Ra- 
venswood it would find Wolf’s Bar, just below 
town. a place to recross, and this would place 
them pg | miles further down theriver bya 
journey by land of only twelve miles. 

Some women were timid, and left the town for 
Pomeroy, but the men who had not mustered cour- 
age to join the army had enough left to remain in 
the town, notwithstanding the big stories of the 
numbers under Jenkins, and the desperate charac- 
ter of hismen. The writer wax among them, and 
was trying toexchange dry goods and groceries 
€uough at an advance on cost to lay up treasure to 
assist in postponing the draft. 

The day passed offand night wore on so that we 
beganto doubt their coming, though the moon 
shone bright as day. But thisconsolation did not 
lest long, for soon advance couriers warned us they 
were over the river and coming direct for Racine. 
Before ten o’clock the head of the column roije 
into town. Most of the citizens had quietly re 
tired from the streets, supposing General! Jenkins 
would need allthe room. But the writer thought 
closing his store was honor enough for the ocea- 
siov, and sauntered up the street on which the 
tired and dusty cavalrymen were coming, and 
was soon hsited. Webster was hailed, but, being 
ceaf, did not obey the command, hence the shot. 
Nobody else was fired at, 

The writer’s business was inquired 
Jearning what it was, the soldiers expressed 
themselves in need of tobacco, crackers and the 
like. At Ravenswood they had gutted the stores 
and loaded their horses with muslins, prints, shoes 
and fancy articles, of which they soon grew tired 
and they were thrown away. They ofiered to pay 
for the tobacco and crackers, but our liber- 
ality new no bounds. The officeas charged their 
men against pillaging, and wentout. The men 
loufed around, pointed out different articles, talked 
about hiue-bellied yankees and apparently sought 
for some insult to resent. We were politeness ‘tsel, 
#1d as soon as the ford was located and fairly 
tested. the command moved on ana out of town, 
but leftne flag there, nor do we remember that 
any fieg was planted opposite Ravenswood when 
the comimand first entered Ohio.

Gentleman Waif, the finest character in 
prose fiction, neverin all his career a3 fre- 
quently gave cause for the query, “What will 
he do with it?” asthe barkeepersin Atlanta 
give ofasingle day for they query, “What 
will they do?” 

Sixty-nine barrooms finally close their 
doors at midnight on the thirtieth day of this 
month of June, and it is not unnatural that 
numerous inguiries should be madeas to what 
their proprietors will do. Satisfactory answers 
are the exception. In most instances the bar- 
keepers use Phil Breitenbucher’s words, and 
say: “I don’t know what I shall do,” 


Phil Breitenbucher’s barroom, one of the 
handsomest in the city, is at 32 Marietta 
street. In reply to questions propounded by 
a CONSTITUTION reporter yesterday, he said: 

“Of course, I shall obey the law, and wil! 
go out of the business at midnight on the 
thirtieth of the month. WhatI shall do af- 
terwards, I don’t know, I have a lease on 
my place of business which has thirty months 
yettorun. Therentl payis two hundred 
dollarsa month. Multiply thatsum by the 
number of months my lease hasto run, and 
you will see that Iam bound to expend six 
thousand dollars. I must arrange to meet the 
obligation, but, as I have already intimated, 
i don’t know how | shall do it.” 

A few ef the most prominent barkeepers 
are moré fortunate than Phil Breitenbucher. 
It is known that one has determined to lay 
aside the bar-glass to take up the tailor’s 
shears, Another will convert his barroom 
Into 

A BILLIARD HALL, 
He proposes to purchase the very finest fix- 


tures, and to ornament the walls of his hall 
with rare and beautiful paintings. In the 


rear, he will havea restaurant attached, over 
which a celebrated French cook will preside. 

“IT will continue to sell liquors,” he said 
yesterday, ‘but not strong liquors. That is, I 

will sell none stronger than eotlfee. I shall 
not deal in red lemonade, nor in any other 
suspicious fluid. With me, prohibition will be 
prohibition. My customers shall have plenty 
of sweet milk, butter milk, tea, coffee, and 
artesian water; and, to confess the truth, I 
shall take pleasure in dispensing such harm- 
less, healthy drinks. Come and see me fifteen 
days after 1 close my barroom.” 

This inviting combination of billiard hall 
and restaurant will be situated not far from 
the artesian well, that deep bored pet of 
Colonel Baum’s. 

Two or three others will convert their bar- 
rooms into billiard halls, and others still wil! 
converttheirs into restaurants. One has de- 
clared that after the thirtieth he will sweep 
his bar fixtures out of the back door, and, in 
their place, will erect handsomely carved 
walnut shelves and open to the public a circu- 
lating library of those wonderfully constract- 
ed volcanoes of slangy vo ven and lah-de-dah 
men, Ouvidis novels. His declaration 
however, must have been intended asa joke;

DEACON TURNER SERIOUSLY IN- 
JURED BY ALF CATO. 
| 
4 Boy Creates a Big Row at a Coiored Church and 
Then Knocks the Deacon on the Head Withsa 
Stone—A Serious Wound — Arrested 
Twice for the Same Offense. 


At the colored Baptist church on the corner 
ot Butler and Harris streets, a serious and 
prebably fatal row occurred last night, in 
which Deacon Tucker was the principal suf- 


ferer. 

The row was a general one, and at one time 
fully fifty persons were engaged in it. 

The church hasa large congregation, and 
last night it was packed to its utmost capacity 
by a congregation anxious to worship therein. 
Among others who were present was Alf Cato, 
the negro boy who has been selling ice cream 
cakes and lemonade at the baseball grounds. 

Cato is quite popular with the colored dam- 
sels and last night escorted Katie Harper to 
the church. During the service the girl be- 
came sleepy and asked Cato to take her home. 
Cato had become deeply interested in the ser- 
rien aud insisted that she shouid remain until 
the close. The girl, however, had made up 
ber mind to go, and when she fousd that her 
escort was not willing to return home with 
ber, she arose and started out of tbe church 
by herself. Cato did not approve 
of this and quickly fullowed. 
Just outside the church door he overtook the 
woman, and giabbing her by the shoulder 
brought her toa stand still. Then he began 
to abuse her, and fiuaily gave her a terrible 
blow in the mouth with his fist. The noise 
made by the loud talking of Cato and the wo- 
nan was easily heard inside the church, and 
Deacon Tucker hurried out to stop it. At the 
door he saw Cate whipping the woman, and 
springing forward jerked him away from her. 
Cato did not appreciate the interference, 
and grabbing a rock huried it violently at 
the old man. The rock went true to Cato’s 
aim and struck old man Tucker on the head. 
When the rock hit the old man he was stand- 
inginthe eburch door. The lick knocked 
Lim down, and with a yell he dropped inside 
the building. The noise, of course, attracted 
the attention of the entire congregation, and 
in a minute everyone in the church had left 
their seats and were crowding about 
the door and around the prostrate man, 
who was in an insensible condition. The 
blood was flewing freely from his head and in 
an instant the impression prevailed that he 
bad been killed. Some how the crowd learn- 
ed that Cato had struck the murderous blow 
and that he was just outside the door. As 
quick asa flash half the audience sprang from 
the church but when they reached the street 
Cato could not be seen. Search 
was then begun for him but 
without success, and those who had left the 
church returned to the old deacon. Messen- 
gers were sent for police and for physicians. 
Patrolmen Walton, Steint and Moncrief res- 
ponded to the call, and 
when they reached the church 
they found the people wild. They finally as- 
certained what had occurred, and then started 
out to hunt for Cato, but up to three o’clock 
this morning he had net been 
found. Dr. Styles was secured by a meas- 
senger and when he, reached old man 
Tucker he found him in an insensible condi- 
tion. He caused the old man to be removed to 
his heme where his wound 
was carefully examined. The _ stone 
had struck him on the head, and in addition 
tosplitting the scalp open, had fractured the 
skull badly. Dr. Styles dressed the wound, 
and during the operation the old man became 
conscious, and confirmed the belief prevalent 
in the crowd that Cato had hit him and told how 
be did it. Tucker’s injuries are considered 
sericus.
